The prior art of record fails to show or suggest a clamping mechanism for releasably 
interconnecting two structural components having radially outwardly reaching clamping 
surfaces, the mechanism comprising retarding means operatively interposed between the 
mounting and each tensioning lever of the first and second tensioning levers for slowing down an 
opening motion of the first and second tensioning levers as specifically called for in the claimed
